Voters must name party 


limited growth 
despite recession

Romulus voters wishing to 
decide who will challenge 
President George Bush this 
fall, must declare a political 
party preference by no later 
than Feb. 18, explained Ro- 
mulus City Clerk Linda 
Choate. 

If a voter has already re- 
corded a party preference 
with the city or state, no fur- 
ther action needs to be taken 
at this time, Choate said. 

But if they have not regis- 


tered as either a Republican 
or Democrat they must do so at 
either Romulus City Clerk’s of- 
fice or the local Secretary of 
State’s office on Goddard 
Road. 

Choate told The Romulus Ro- 
man that it still is unclear 
whether an area wide referen- 
dum regarding fate of Tiger 
Stadium will appear on the 
March 17 ballot. If so, all voters 
will be permitted to vote on 
that issue, whether or not they 
have declared a political party, 
she said. 

The change in the primary 


law was enacted in 1988 and 
forces voters to make a public 
profession of party preference 
for this presidential primary. 
If a voter wishes to change 
their listed party preference, 
they must also do so by the 
Feb. 18th date, Choate said. 

On primary election day, vo- 
ters will be given the party bal- 
lot that corresponds with their 
stated political party. 

If a voter has any other 
questions on the declaration 
requirements, they are urged 
to contact the city clerk’s of- 
fice. 


McAnally: 

expected

“Despite the recession, lim 
ited growth is occurring in Ro- 
mulus,” Mayor Beverly 
McAnally stressed Tuesday 
during her annual “state of the 
city” speech before the Ro- 
mulus Chamber of Commerce 
at the Days Inn. 

With the pending growth of 
the Metro Airport, numerous 
home and business displace- 
ments will be occurring, and 
“we hope to be able to retain 
many of these families and 
businesses” with construction 
and renovation of facilities 
and homes in other parts of the 
city, she said. 

McAnally said she was “de- 
pressed late in 1991 with the 
voter turndown of several ref- 
erenda dealing with road and 
sewer improvements and the 
slipping national economy,” 
but remains hopeful that posi- 
tive changes will occur if we 
exhibit a positive sense of 
teamwork. 

“I’m hopeful we will not 
have to raise taxes and I’m 
hopeful also that the growth 
spiral will improve in 1992,” 
McAnally said. 

“We all need to promote Ro- 
mulus to accomplish greater 
growth in tough economic 
times,” she said, “so if you are 
feeling negative about any- 
thing in the community don’t 
become a verbal detractor on 
Romulus.” 

Before you “bad mouth” the 
Romulus area come and talk to 
us at City Hall or the Chamber 
of Commerce and “let’s discuss 


the problem. Together we can 
affect many positive changes,” 
she said. 

Her words were echoed by 
Chamber President Dennis 
Worsley, who revealed new 
city maps are currently avail- 
able at the chamber. “And they 
will be updated in a few years 
after all the changes we expect 
to occur are completed.” 

Delving into city history, 
McAnally said several decades 
ago no Romulus road signs 
were visible on local highways. 
“Obviously we have come a 
long way in recent years. ..and 
many more changes will be oc- 
curring no matter what hap- 
pens with the economy.” 

The historical park will be 
undergoing a major update 
this spring, she said, giving a 
valuable image advantage to 
that area of town. 

Plans for an exhibiton cen- 
ter are currently being dis- 
cussed with Economic 
Research Associates of Chi- 
cago (a consulting firm), with 
hopes that such a center can 
be created near the airport ho- 
tel area in the next few years, 
the mayor said. 

Dennis N. Oakes, city com- 
munity development director, 
said city leaders will be meet- 
ing with the consultants on 
Monday to determine an over- 
all strategy on where to local 
such a 10-acre site and how to 
finance it. 

Such an “exhibition center 
will not be in competition with 
Cobo Hall in Detroit, but will 
be geared to businesses such 
as computer firms, etc., who 
need smaller display areas for 


shorter time periods,” 
McAnally said. 

In addition 100 new manu- 
factured homes will soon be 
erected on Ecorse Road, bet- 
ween Hannan and Cogswell, to 
help young families with 
starter homes and senior citi- 
zens as they begin downsizing 
their lifestyles, the mayor ex- 
plained. 

These homes will be the 
“Cadillac of manufactured 
homes,” McAnally said, and 
will help with the general 
economy. 

Eighty acres of vacant land 
meanwhile is being kept aside 
for the high value end of the 
housing market, she said. 

On the business side of the 
ledger, Federal Mogul is ex- 
panding its Middlebelt facility 
by 24,000 square feet and 
Quick Fuel is creating a new 
automated fuel facility at Mid- 
dlebelt and Harrison. 

“As I’ve stressed before,” 
McAnally said, “1992 will show 
it will not be a business as 
usual period. We need to pro- 
mote the many advantages we 
offer here and bring them to 
the attention of regional busi- 
ness leaders. 

“The only real negative I 
have to report at this time,” 
McAnally stressed, “is a pend- 
ing change in our water and 
sewer rates. But with this be- 
ing a downturn period, such 
limited negatives are really a 
plus.” 

Worsley revealed that he 
will be stepping down as 
chamber president this spring, 
but will remain active on the 
board.

The final push to increase 
the patriotic fervor and finan- 
cial support for the proposed 
$20,000 Romulus Veterans Me- 
morial is now in full swing, 
Chairman Bill Crane an- 
nounced today. 

Ironically Crane is not a vet- 
eran himself-but as president- 
elect of the Romulus Rotary 
(sponsors of the memorial 
project)-he has become the 
driving force behind the effort. 

Crane has two prominent 
veterans, however, in his own 
family. His father, Edward, was 
permanently disabled when 
he was shot while a member of 
the U.S. Marines invading the 
Japanese island of Iwo Jima 
during World War II. 

His brother, Edward H., also 
served with the U.S. Air Force 
during the Vietnam War. 

Last Saturday about 175 per- 
sons gathered to dance at the 
Romulus Progressive Hall and 
support the memorial project 
drive. 

A disc jockey from Be- 
lleville, Tom Vernatt, donated 
his services at the dance and 
expressed interest in working 
at any follow-up dances back- 
ing the memorial. 

To date more than $8,500 to- 
ward the $20,000 cost has been 
donated. Crane revealed, 
which does not include the 
proceeds from the dance. But 
time is growing short, since the 
planned dedication date for 
the memorial is July 4, Crane 
said. 

Last week Crane appeared 


before the Romulus City Coun- 
cil to seek additional funds 
from them to support the me- 
morial that will be erected on 
a grassy stretch outside City 
Hall on Wayne Road. 

In addition to the large two- 
tone grey granite monument, 
three flag poles and a number 
of benches will be erected. 

A 25-foot pole bearing the 
American flag will be erected 
in a place of honor, along with 
a pair of 20-foot poles flying 
Michigan and Romulus flags, 
Crane said. 

Numerous brass madallions 
will adorn the monument and 
hundreds of reddish colored 
bricks bearing the names of 
Romulus veterans, alive and 
dead, and their supporters will 
adjoin the monument. 

The bricks-costing $50 and 
$100-depending on the size 
can be ordered by calling 
Crane or any other Romulus 
Rotarian. 

A ground-breaking cere 
mony featuring many of the 
areas oldest living veterans 
was Sept. 23, 1991. 

The first in a series of local 
bowling tournaments in sup- 
port of the memorial project is 
planned for Jan. 31 at the Ro- 


mulus Recreational Bowling 
Alley. 

Up to 72 bowlers will be per- 
mitted to sign up for each tour- 
nament, with an entrance fee 
set at $15 each per bowler. 
Cash prizes will be awarded 
for top scores at each tourna- 
ment 

Bowlers interested in sign- 
ing up for the tournament are 
urged to contact Ed Zielinski 
or Jack Gampp. 

Future bowling competi- 
tions (hopefully one or more a 
month) are planned for Friday 
nights at the same bowling al- 
ley. 

A granite bench will be 
erected free at memorial site 
by the memorial contractor, 
the Simpson Granite Co. of De- 
troit, Crane said. Other 
benches also are being 
planned.

Romulus Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. William Bedell has 
been invited to participate in a 
Special Interest Clinic pro- 
gram sponsored by the Na- 
tional School Boards 
Association in Orlando, Fla. in 
April. 

Bedell will focus his ad 
dress on “Restructuring Deci- 
sion Making in American 
Education.” 

He will explain some of the 
problems facing the Romulus 
School system including low 
standardized test scores. Forty 
percent of ninth graders failed 
standardized achievement 
tests in mathematics this year. 
Bedell explained that 33 per- 
cent of the students are tran- 
sient residents and Romulus 
has a culturally diverse popu- 
lation. 

Bedell will also outline the 
many efforts the district has 
made to aid in the education of 
these special need students in- 
cluding: educational school 
teams, peer-tutoring, teen 
health clinics, school district- 
business company partner- 
ships, mission statements, 
school-within-a- school tech- 
niques and intervention 
teams. 

He also will outline the re- 
cent $45 million education ref- 
erendum that fostered the 
expanded computerized edu- 
cation services program. 

As the Romulus school dis- 
trict fulfills its vision for the 
21st century classroom, Bedell 
stated, students will find 
computer assisted instruction 
classroom. 1 vendor partner- 
ships will developed and 

integrated ormation and 


learning systems will be orga- 
nized. 

Twenty-first century’ educa- 
tion will focus on learning re- 
suits not just learning 
processing, on using resources 
in the private sector and on re- 
defining the role of the 
teacher, Bedell said. 

This will mark the second 
major address that Bedell will 
offer on the Romulus school 
district educational program. 

Bedell presented a similar 
talk at the First Annual Con- 
gress for Exemplary Superin- 
tendents in Phoenix, Ariz. 
earlier this month. 

The purpose of that confer- 
ence was “to provide a unique 
opportunity for outstanding 
school executives to interact, 
discuss and debate educa- 
tional issues in small groups 
with well-known school super- 
intendents and consultants 
across the U.S.” 

The objectives of the Ari- 
zona conference were: 

• To expose the best super- 
intendents to state-of-the-art 
implementation models, tech- 
nological innovations and 
leadership strategies in the 
move to restructure for educa- 
tional excellence. 

• To increase awareness of 
successful strategies to help 
every child reach world class 
standards. 

• To develop skills needed 
to design new high perfor- 
mance learning environments 
for American children. 

• To become more pro- 
active in educational leader- 
ship during turbulent times. 

• To share strategies pres- 
ently being used to assist at- 
risk students. 

• To discuss the pros and 
cons of proposals for restruc- 
turing American education. 


Dr. King’s legacy 
cited by councilmen 


Many city, banking and 
postal officials celebrated Dr. 
Martin Luther King’s birthday 
with a holiday on Monday, 
while students and teachers in 
the Romulus school system 
marked the day with special 
morning activities attuned to 
Dr. King’s legacy. 

The schools excused the 
students after a half day, Assis- 
tant Superintendent Terrel M. 
LeCesne said, and in the after- 
noon various teachers con- 
ducted multi-cultural 
enrichment programs as in- 
service projects. 

In commemoration of Dr. 
King’s birthday, two Romulus 
City Councilmen were asked to 
express their feelings concern- 
ing the annual issue “Is Dr. 
King’s dream still alive to- 
day?” 

Councilman Noah Bergeron 
said he strongly felt that King’s 
dream is alive-and still grow- 
ing in the U.S. 

“The mood of America con- 
tinues to grow for equal oppor- 
tunities,” Bergeron said, “on 
the job, politically and educa- 
tionally” 

“Minorities are finding 
power in the ballot box -as 
they are both voting more and 
successfully seeking political 
office across the land,” he said. 

“Economically we are all 
hurting-so it is hard to stress 
major successess in that area 
right now, but the majority of 
Americans were not born 
wealthy. It is up to us to pass 
on new opportunities to our 


children,” Bergeron contin- 
ued. 

Since educational factors 
tie in so strongly with eco- 
nomics and family values, the 
only thing we can point to right 
now in that area is the educa- 
tional process at least is in 
place, he said. 

But, Bergeron cautioned 
“we cannot stress enough - 
America needs to get back to 
strong family values.” 

Meanwhile Randolph Gear, 
current Romulus councilman 
and former mayor pro tern, 
stated he believes also that 
King’s dream remains alive- 
but needs our continual atten- 
tion to keep improving life cy- 
cles particularly in the inner 
cities. 

Gear said “with our eco- 
nomic life at such a low point 
right now, everyone needs to 
work hard to keep the dream 
alive in their own personal 
lives. 

“To do this,” Gear stressed, 
“we need to keep a positive at- 
titude and focus on our goals. 
But most important, we need 
to stress what Martin stressed 
and that is to love our neigh- 
bors as our brothers and 
sisters-no matter what their 
color or national origin.” 

America needs to work hard 
to keep the dream from dying 
for others, Gear said, by creat 
ing housing for the homeless, 
by making higher education 
available to all (regardless the 
cost) and by remembering the 
ideals Dr. Martin Luther King 
stood for.”

Hospice volunteers sought

The media coverage of as 
sisted suicides in 1991 has cre- 
ated a new interest in hospice 
care in the Romulus commu 
nity. 

Currently Arbor Hospice of 
Ann Arbor is serving 15-20 pa 
tients in Romulus and neigh 
boring communities, Doreen 
A. Vivyan, director of volun 
teer sendees for the group, re- 
vealed. 

The hospice movement in 
the United States traces jts 
history back to the early 1970s 
and today offers a wide variety 
of programs for both the termi 
nally ill patients and their sur 
vivors. 

While Arbor Hospice ser 
vices the Romulus area -more 
than 1.800 other hospice pra 
grams are now active in all 50 
states, serving more than 
200 000 terminally ill patients 
and their families each year 

The reason many families 
turn to hospice < rather than as 


sisted suicide methods) is be- 
cause it offers sophisticated 
methods of pain and symptom 
control that enable the patient 
to live as fully and comfortably 
as possible, according to Vi 
vyan. 

The hospice program also 
treats the person, not the dis 
ease by attending to the pa 
tient’s medical, emotional, 
psychological and spiritual 
needs. 

For hospice patients and 
their families, help is just a 
phone call away and patients 
routinely receive in home ser 
vices of a nurse, home health 
aide, social work or volunteer 

A relatively new concept 
“Kids Can”, a bereavement 
support group for children, 
also has been organized by the 
Arbor Hospice. 

The program aids children, 
who have lost a parent, sibling 
or friend The meetings are 
open to children as young as 
three and as old as high school 
students, according to a 
spokesman. 


Another program has beert 
organized for adults aged 45 
and older, who have lost a 
spouse or fiance. The goals are 
to help them deal openly with 
their grief, form new friend 
ships with people in similar 
circumstances and give them 
the chance to look to the fu- 
ture, without forgetting the 
past. 

Arbor Hospice reveals that 
it is in need of office volun’! 
teers, as well as bereavement 
phone volunteers. 

If you are a good listener, 
can encourage others, have ex 
perienced grief at least a year 
ago you may qualify as a 
phone volunteer. 

Volunteer training sessions 
are held in numerous loca- 
tions in Wayne County area at 
least once a year in the Ro 
mulus area.

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Safety director offers emergency suggestions

Most residents were not pre 
pared when the 11-inch snow- 
fall descended on western 
Wayne County last week, but 
those individuals could fare 
better in a future storm by fol- 
lowing some simple sugges- 
tions. 

Van Buren Township Public 
Safety Director Mark Perkins 
noted that even small amounts 
of snow and ice can cause se- 
vere problems to those who 
are unprepared. However, a 
storm, such as the one that 
struck the area on Jan. 21, re- 
quires emergency planning by 
individuals to cope with the 
many problems which accom- 
pany the snowy, frigid weather 
and poor driving conditions, 

“Before the next storm 
strikes, be prepared by having 
a disaster kit which contains a 
first-aid kit, essential medica- 
tions, a battery- powered ra- 
dio, flashlight and extra 
batteries,” Perkins said. “It’s 
wise to have your car win- 
terized before the storm sea- 
son begins and to be sure that 
each member of the household 
has water-resistant boots, 
gloves or mittens and other 
items of warm clothing.” 

The public safety director 


suggests that individuals listen 
to the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
weather station for up-to-date 
infonnation and be aware of 
the difference between a 
storm watch and a storm warn- 
ing. 

“A winter storm watch 


means a winter storm is possi- 
ble in the area, but a storm 
warning means a storm is 
headed for the area,” Perkins 
said. “A blizzard warning 
means strong winds, blinding 
wind-driven snow and a dan- 
gerous wind chill are ex- 
pected, and individuals should 


seek immediate shelter.” 

The public safety director 
advised residents to stay in- 
doors when a winter storm 
warning is issued. 

“If you must go outside, 
wear several layers of light 
weight clothing, gloves or mit- 
tens and a hat,” Perkins said. 
“Be aware of the hazards of 
wind chill, which conbine the 
cooling effects of the wind and 
cold temperatures, and will 
drive down the body tempera- 
ture as the winds carry away 
the body heat at an acceler- 
ated rate/* 

Perkins warned residents to 
be careful of snowy, icy side- 
walks during and after a storm. 
In addition, be extremely care- 
ful when shoveling snow to 
avoid over exertion. 

“It is best not to travel by 
car in a storm, but those who 
must travel during a storm 
should have emergency sup- 
plies in the trunk and keep 
their gas tanks full to prevent 
fuel-line freezing. It is also a 
good idea to let someone know 
your destination and route so 
if your vehicle becomes stuck 
along the way, help can be sent 
along your predetermined 
route,” Perkins said. “If you do 
get stuck, stay with your car. 
Start the car and use the 
heater for about 10 minutes ev-

Four-hour refresher courses 
for professionals and longer 
courses for students and less 
experienced individuals will 
be conducted in January and 
February. 

Aid in preparing income tax 
forms also is available at many 
senior citizen and community 
centers throughout the area.

ery hour, being sure to keep 
the exhaust pipe clear so 
fumes do not back up into the 
car. In addition, move your 
arms and legs to keep the 
blood circulating and to stay 
warm. 

“Before the next storm, in- 
spect the engine, oil, battery, 
windshield wiper blades and 
washer fluid as well as tire 
wear, interior and exterior 
lights and antifreeze and cool- 
ant levels,** the public safety 
director said. 

“When driving on ice- and 
snow-covered roads, slow 
down and avoid quick stops 
and starts. Drive defensively, 
take your time and pay more 
attention,” he said. 

Perkins also suggested put- 
ting a brightly colored cloth - 
preferably red - on the an- 
tenna for rescurers to see and 
leaving the overhead light on 
when the engine is running so 
that you can be seen. 

Travelers should have the 
following items in their vehi- 
cles: scraper, gloves, flashlight, 
candles and matches, flares, 
first-aid kit, blankets and 
snack foods, the public safety 
directed said. 

“To be prepared at home, 
stock up on food items when 
there is an advance notice of a 
coming storm. Keep a wind-up 


clock and a battery- operated 
radio on hand for use during a 
power failure,*’ Perkins said. 
“If there is a loss of electricity, 
keep a trickle of water running 
so that pipes won’t freeze. If 
you leave your home for a 
lengthy period during a winter 
power outage, be sure to drain 
pipes and toilets of water to 
prevent freezing.”

Tough drunk driving 
laws have local impact

Strict drunk driving laws, 
which went into effect on Jan. 
1, have had a sobering effect 
on local drivers. 

“The new set of drunk driv- 
ing laws are having a great im- 
pact on those who drink,” said 
Belleville Police Chief Willard 
Dockter. “People are getting 
serious about naming a desig- 
nated driver, and we see a 
change in attitudes about 
drinking and driving. Since 
the first of the year there has 
been a decrease in alcohol- 
related accidents.” 

Dockter noted that most 
people are passing up ‘one for 
the road’ and their friends are 
encouraging them stay sober 
when they drive. 

“The intent of the law isn’t 
to stop people from drinking, 
just from drinking and driv- 
ing,” Dockter said. “I believe 
the new laws will result in a 
shift from drinking outside the 
home to people drinking at 
home.” 

The most dramatic element 
in the package of law f s is the 
ability of law enforcement offi- 
cers to physically destroy a 
drunk driver’s license at the 
time of arrest or refusal to take 
a breath test. Belleville offi- 
cers have cut up two licenses 
since the beginning of the year, 
and seven drivers’ licenses 
have been cut up by Van 
Buren Township officers. 

“These new laws are among 
the toughest drunk-driving 
laws in the nation,” said Dock- 
ter. “Now, when we talk about 
cutting drunk driving, we 
mean it literally. Drunk 
drivers’ licenses are being cut 
up by the arresting officers.” 

Van Buren Township Police 
Lt. Kenneth Brooks has also 
noted a positive change in atti- 
tude among drivers since the 
new legislation took effect. 

“The publicity about the 
new laws has helped to make 
people aware of the severe 
penalties for drunk driving,” 
Brooks said. “The results of 
the first couple of test cases 
will have a tremendous im- 
pact. After the first convic- 
tions, people will become 
aware of the full extent of the 
law.” 

Dockter and Brooks noted 
that the new laws have 
plugged up some of the past 
loopholes that allowed some 
drunk drivers to remain on the 
road. 

Highlights of the new legis- 
lation are: 

• Drunk driving cases must 
be adjudicated within set time 
limits, and a licensingsanction 
must be imposed at the time a 
plea of guilty or nolo conten- 
dere is accepted or a guilty 
verdict is rendered. 

• A minimum mandatory 30- 
day suspension for a first-level 
conviction of operating under 
the influence of liquor, unlaw- 
ful blood alcohol level or oper- 
ating under the infulence of 
drugs is set. 

• A second conviction of 
OUIL, UBALorOUID requires 
48 hours of consecutive jail or 
10 days of community service.

The new law also has estab- 
lished a 15-year felony penalty 
for those who cause the death 
of another while under the in- 
fluence of drugs or alcohol. In 
addition, a new five-year fel- 
ony was been instituted for 
persons who are operating un- ; 
der the influence of liquor or 
drugs and cause long term, in- • 
capacitating injury td others. 

The new laws require 
courts and the Department of ; 
State of improse licensing ; 
sanctions based upon the driv- ; 
ing record, which will prevent ! 
the court from treating a habit- ; 
ual offender as a first offender. ; 
The new statutes also elimi- ; 
nates hardship license ap- 
peals for habitual offenders, : 
and the courts will no longer 
order temporary driving privi- 
leges to persons waiting to ap- 
pear in circuit court on a 
restoration appeal. 

An appeal deadline of 63 
days, with a 182-day execption 
for good cause, has been estab- 
lished in the legislation that 
becomes effective on Jan. 1, 
1992. The same set of laws also 
increases the fine for a convic- 
tion of driving while a license 
is suspended or revoked from 
$100 to $500 for the first of- 
fense and from $500 to $1,000 
for a subsequent offense. 

The driver license rein- 
statement fee, which is cur- 
rently $60, will be increased to 
$125, effective Oct. 1, 1991.

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Center stage 

Wayne council members approve 
continued renovation of theatre

A touch of paint on one 
wall and new curtains on an- 
other, Wayne councilrnem 
bers will be considering 
plans for phase three of the 
State Wayne Theatre. 

At a special meeting ear 
lier this month. Bill Clark, 
Quadrants Inc. construction 
manager for the State The- 
atre project, described the 
various aspects for the next 
phase. 

“All existing drapery will 
be removed and new drapes 
will installed,” Clark said. 
“The dragon mural will be 
restored to its luster and 
black lights will be placed 
above to accent the colors of 
the mural.” 


The purple, blue and teal- 
green carpeting stretched 
across theatres one and two 
will be situated in theatre 
three, according to Clark. All 
seats will be steam cleaned. 

“We will have a hand- 
icapped area to the left of the 
theatre,” Clark said. “The 
hardwood floor will be left 
for dances or skits.” 

A ceiling-mounted projec- 
tion screen is being consid- 
ered as well as tear-drop 
curtains for the main stage. 

“All the lighting for the 
live stage will be done from 
the sidewall and ceiling,” 
Clark said. “The old chimney 
for the boilers will be re- 
moved completely.” 

Dressing rooms and a sin- 
gle handicapped lavatory is 


being planned for backstage. 
City Manager John Zech pre- 
sented various proposals to 
councilmembers, the Down- 
town Development Authority 
and the Development Area 
Citizens Council. 

“One proposal would be to 
leave the theatre as is and 
just have movies,” Zech said. 
“Another proposal would be 
to split the theatre down the 
middle and have one side for 
movies and the other for live 
performances.” 

Members of the DDA and 
DACC discussed options to 
lowering the stage or bring- 
ing it forward. 

After a lengthy discussion, 
councilmembers, DDA and 
DACC officials decided to do 
more research on various av- 



enues to renovate theatre 
three before making any defi- 
nite plans. 

The State Wayne Theatre 
officially opened Nov. 1, 1991. 
The theatre consists of three 


auditoriums. The first has 
540 seats, the second has 270 
seats and the third has 204 
seats. 

If councilmembers decide 


to renovate theatre three into 
a live performance theatre, 
proceeds will go toward ren- 
ovating the Wayne Historic 
Theatre which is owned by 
the Palace Theatre Co.
